HELP THE BOYS 
IN THE TRENCHES 


Among the papers left by Richard 
Harding Dayis, the brilliant Ameri- 
can war correspondent and author, 
his brother discovered the following 
message, written apparently a few 
days previous to his death: 

‘Men at home who breathe to- 
bacco smoke as freely as they breathe 
air, cannot know how much tobacco 
means to the man in the trenches, 
or rather how much the loss of it| 
means. During the Spanish-Amer- | 
ican war, in the U. S. army regula- 
tions, tobacco was officially classified | 
as ‘‘officers*supplies.’’? It was econ- 
sidered a luxury. 

“When I cabled from Cuba that! 


our soldiers in Cuba needed tobacco, 
my appeal was ridiculed and I was} 
asked if our soldiers did not also | 
want silk pajamas and eau de co-| 
logne. The man who had never, 
gone without tobacco, and who} 
could fill his pouch or case at the! 
street corner, still thought tobacco, 
a luxury, 

“Tt was Sir Frederick Treves, dur- 
ing the South African war, who! 
made people understand that for 
the soldiers tobacco was a necessity. 
A man can hunger, he can suffer} 
cold, fatigue and wounds; these! 
things he can endure if he can| 
smoke. 

“T haye been a lvoker-on on 
seven wars, and I find it so with 
each of them, and with men of all 
races. Giye them tobacco and there 
is no hardship that they will not 
cheerfully suffer. So with the pur- 
pose of your fund, I, for one, am 
heartily in accord, 

‘Tf the glorious record of the Ca- 
nadian troops has been made on 
short rations of tobacco, we may 
feel confident that well supplied 
with it they will in a short time be 
in Berlin, which is the heartfelt 
wish of 
(Signed) Richard Hardin Davis.’’ 

The above is the testimony of a 
man who has been through seyen 
wars, and who himself knows per- 
sonally a soldier’s needs. No com- 
ment is necessary on our part. That 
great imperial institution’ ‘The 
Over-Seas Club’’ is endeavoring to 
provide for the needs of the Em- 
pire’s soldiers from over seas, It 
has organized Canada’s Tobacco 


Fund tor the comfort of our Canad- 
ian soldiers, and has already raised 
in Canada upwards of 8130,000 fur 
this purpose. 

Unfortunately, the money being 
subscribed is insufficient to provide 
each Canadian soldier with a weekly 
tobacco supply, and an earnest ap- 
peal is made for more funds.

The Italian Government has forbid- 
den the exportation and the German 
Government the ignportation of used 
and unused postage stamps, according 
to information received from Switzer- 
land by Hugh Clark, a New York 
philatelist. 

American dealers’ supplies of stamps 
from Italy are thus suspended; and 
those from Germany are delayed be- 
cause they must come by way of Rou- 
mania and the Orient, whereas for- 
merly they reached here by way of 
Italy. 

The British Government does not 
permit German stamps to be sent out 
by way of Holland or the Scandin- 
avian’ countries, according to local

A graceful finish for the summer frock is the ruff 
made of tulle in all the rainbow colors. A rich touch 
is given to the piece in the form of purple morning- 
glories and purple ribbon loops and ends. 

Another close-fitting ruff is shown in the model 
of brown tulle. A flat bow of the material at the back 
lends a coquettish note, while a bow of brown satin 
ribbon finishes the line of closing at the front. 

The ruff of ribbon or silk is just as fashionable 
as those of the flimsy materials; in fact, it 1s newer 
this season, In-the blue ruff picoted silk has been 
cut and arranged to form jester points.

“Only very rarely indeed need any 
farmer have a really poor crop, much 
less a total crop failure in Canada,” 
says J. H. Grisdale, director of the 
Dotninion Experimental farms. ‘The 
Canadian farmer who will do his work 
wisely and well each year and all the 
year around need seldom or never fear 
but that a crop, fair to good at least, 
and usually excellent, will generally 
reward’ his well-timed and well plan- 
ned effort. 

In his advice to farmers, Mr. Gris- 
dale, declares that, “if you really 
want a good crop’ in 1917, now is the 
time to plan and prepare. The sue- 
cess of any years, work on the farm 
depends in no small measure on the 
preparation made therefore the pre- 
vious year. i 

“You can do very little now to 
affect the yield. from your fields in 
1916, save only the hoed crops of one 
kind or another, but you ean do and 
should do very considerable in the 
next three months in the way of pro- 
perly preparing for, and so ensuring, 
good crops in 1917. While harvesting 
this year’s crop must take first place, 
these operations can be so conducted 
as either to improve or injure the 
prospects for the next year’s crop.
